Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962. 
The  report  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  last  year  to  comply  with 
Ministry  of  Health  requirements. 

The  main  industries  in  the  area  are  those  connected  with  the  cotton 
trade,  e.g.  weaving,  bleaching  and  calico  printing  and  quite  a  large  number  of 
wage  earners,  with  a  high  proportion  of  women,  find  their  employment  therein. 

The  closure  of  the  C.P.A.  Bingswood  Works  with  over  300  on  the  payroll  was  a 
considerable  shock  and  underlined  the  difficulties  which  the  industry  is  facing 
currently.  Few  of  those  made  redundant  have  been  able  to  find  alternative 
employment  in  the  Urban  District  and  have  had  to  travel  to  work  or  leave 
altogether.  Some  have  joined  the  not  inconsiderable  number  working  in  the 
Manchester  and  Stockport  areas  and  for  those  who  make  a  daily  return  journey  by 
rail  curtailment  of  rail  services  as  proposed  would  be  a  serious  matter.  In 
spite  of  these  circumstances  there  has  been  little  significant  unemployment. 

The  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  form  the  basis  of  the 
vital  statistics,  which  bear  out  the  general  impression  that  the  standard  of 
health  of  the  district  is  good.  The  estimated  population  figure,  though  a 
little  higher,  is  virtually  unchanged  and  has  shown  little  variation  for  a 
number  of  years. 

The  death  rate  based  on  3  fewer  deaths  is  fractionally  lower  but  still 
a  little  higher  than  the  national  average.  Births  sho w  an  appreciable 
increase  and  at  93  are  over  29$  higher,  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  18.06. 
The  natural  increase,  i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  is  26,  For  the 
first  year  since  1956  no  death  has  occurred  in  an  infant  under  the  age  of  one 
year.  As  to  the  remainder  of  the  deaths,  some  form  of  heart  disease  at  20 
with  13  of  those  due  to  coronary  thrombosis  accounts  for  almost  30$  and  if  the 
14  due  to  vascular  lesions  are  added  together  they  account  for  over  50$. 
Insufficient  is  known  about  the  causation  of  coronary  disease,  but  nevertheless 
there  is  little  doubt  that  regular  daily  exercise  and  moderation  with  regard  to 
diet  and  tobacco  are  likely  to  be  important  factors  in  its  prevention.  There 
has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  malignant  disease  and  of 
these  one  only  as  last  year  was  due  to  lung  cancer.  Nevertheless,  with  the 
number  of  deaths  due  to  this  disease  now  running  in  this  country  at  over  23,000 
per  annum  -  with  approximately  90$  due  to  the  fact  that  the  victim  was  a 

cigarette  smoker  -  one  cannot  help  but  be  astonished  by  the  complacent  attitude 

of  the  general  public  to  this  dangerous  habit.  In  addition  to  its 
association  with  lung  cancer  it  has  an  important  part  to  play  in  aggravating 
chronic  bronchitis  and  probably  in  its  causation  also.  There  was  some 

influenza  during  the  first  quarter  but  otherwise  apart  from  one  case  of 

tuberculosis  there  were  no  notifications  of  infectious  disease.  The 

proximity  of  smallpox  resulted  in  a  considerable  demand  for  vaccination  locally 
and  which  had  a  considerable  nuisance  value  in  that  it  hindered  the  general 
practitioners  in  their  ordinary  work  at  a  busy  time  of  the  year. 
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In  ay  view  vaccination  in  infancy  has  much  to  commend  it  and  the  procedure 
is  now  advised  during  the  second  year  of  life.  In  particular  there  is  now 
a  strong  supposition  that  complete  immunity  to  smallpox  can  be  attained  more 
rapidly  following  on  re-vaccination  than  on  primary  vaccination.  One  death 

was  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  but  none  was  due  to  any  other  form  of 
accidental  death, 

A  public  meeting  was  convened  to  consider  the  question  of  inaugurating 
a  Home  Safety  Committee  and  was  well  attended.  The  principal  speaker  was 
Miss  Barbara  Naish,  head  of  the  Home  Safety  Department  of  R.O.S.P.A.  To 

date  this  matter  has  not  been  proceeded  with. 

Water  Supply  has  now  passed  to  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board 
on  which  the  Council  has  one  elected  representative.  The  Council  has  shown 
considerable  interest  in  the  prospect  of  the  introduction  of  fluoridation  in  an 
effort  to  improve  the  deplorable  dental  state  of  children  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  sensible  and  well  proven  Public  Health  measure  will  be  introduced  locally 
before  long. 

As  regards  sewerage  no  change  has  occurred  and  local  difficulties  still 
persist.  Proposals  are  still  awaited  following  the  deliberations  of  the 
Joint  Sewerage  Board  to  deal  with  the  whole  question  of  main  sewage  and  sewage 
disposal.  It  is  hoped  that  a  satisfactory  scheme  will  soon  be  approved  and 
brought  into  operation  without  undue  delay. 

Housing  conditions  are  fairly  satisfactory  and  the  Council’s  waiting 
list  for  general  needs  is  a  relatively  short  one  though  the  number  of 
applicants  for  old  persons  accommodation  is  rather  more  formidable,  1963 

should  see  the  inauguration  of  the  bungalow  scheme  incorporating  a  warden. 

The  Council  are  very  much  alive  to  the  needs  of  the  elderly  and  a  further 
similar  scheme  is  likely  to  be  put  in  hand  at  an  early  date.  Slum  Clearance 
proposals  for  the  next  five  years  include  A 2  properties  for  consideration. 
Improvement  grants  are  still  not  being  used  as  extensively  as  they  might. 

Too  many  properties  still  lack  modern  W,C.  amenities  and  many  of  these  lack  the 
most  important  -  an  inside  W.C. 

The  inauguration  of  a  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  has  satisfied  a  real  need 
and  all  concerned  are  to  be  warmly  congratulated  on  its  success  in  particular  the 
members  of  the  W.V.S,  and  the  management  and  staff  of  the  Goyt  Mills  in  whose 
canteen  the  meals  are  cooked. 

There  were  some  staffing  difficulties  during  the  year  and  it  was 
unfortunate  that  an  attempt  to  recruit  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
brought  no  replies  whatsoever  on  advertisement. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  kindness  and  consideration  which  they  have  shown 
to  me,  and  to  all  the  Officers  and  Staff  of  the  Council  for  their  unfailing 
support  and  co-operation.

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FOOD 


Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  has  been  reported. 

Food  Hygiene  in  the  district  can  be  considered  to  be  reasonably 
good  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  providing  supervision  due  to  lack  of 
staff  and  the  pressure  of  other  urgent  duties. 

Meat  inspection  is  undertaken  by  arrangements  with  a  firm  of 
local  Veterinary  Surgeons  and  is  believed  to  be  virtually  100 A 
single  slaughterhouse  remains  in  operation  following  enforcement  of  the 
Hygiene  and  Cruelty  Regulations  in  the  district  on  the  1st  October,  1962. 
This  slaughterhouse,  though  small,  has  been  very  largely  reconstructed  to 
comply  with  the  statutory  requirements. 

PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASE  -  GENERAL 


No  case  of  notifiable  disease  occurred  though  influenza  was  prevalent 
during  the  first  quarter.  No  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  locally 
since  1952  or  earlier  and  the  last  notified  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in 
1956.  There  is  little  doubt  that  active  immunisation  has  contributed  almost 
entirely  to  bring  about  this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  However,  we  must 
not  be  lulled  into  relaxing  our  efforts  to  ensure  that  all  children  are 
vaccinated  against  both  these  diseases  and  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  in 
addition  before  the  age  of  one  year.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  to  be 
recommended  during  the  second  year  of  life.

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HOUSING 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  329  houses  and  bungalows. 

Of  this  number  21 6  houses  and  14  bungalows  had  been  erected  during  post-war 
years,  whilst  during  the  same  period  79  private  houses  were  built. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
59  of  whom  17  were  resident  outside  the  area,  43  of  the  applicants  were 
living  in  separate  housing  units  whilst  16  were  in  rooms  or  shared  accommodation. 
The  demand  for  aged  persons  bungalows  continues  to  increase  and  there  were  76 
applicants  on  the  list.  Work  was  well  advanced  on  the  erection  of  1 5 

"Homeville"  bungalows  at  Park  Road,  Whaley  Bridge  and  it  is  hoped  that  other 
bungalows  may  soon  be  started  at  Furness  Vale,  During  the  year  under  review  the 

Council  approved  schemes  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants  in  respect  of  21  houses 
and  authorised  grants  amounting  to  £2,020.  Four  only  of  the  grants  were  given 
to  owners  of  tenanted  houses.  No  Discretionary  Grants  were  issued  during  this 
period. 


No  case  of  statutory  overcrowding  was  reported  during  the  year. 


SEWERAGE 

The  sewerage  is  conveyed  to  the  sewerage  disposal  works  at  Furness  Vale, 
the  treatment  there  being  undertaken  by  the  Whaley  Bridge  Joint  Sewerage  Board. 

The  trunk  sewers  are  also  laid  and  maintained  by  the  Board  whilst  branch  sewers 
are  laid  and  maintained  by  the  Council.  Cleansing,  rodding  and  general  repairs 
to  sewers  have  been  carried  out  as  and  when  necessary.  The  6"  sewer  on  Buxton 
Road,  Whaley  Bridge  was  extended  49  yards  to  connect  up  drainage  from  property 
previously  serviced  by  septic  tank, 

Amendments  to  trunk  sewers  are  becoming  urgently  necessary  to  cope  with 
the  drainage  from  additional  properties,  modernisation  of  older  properties  and  the 
taking  of  additional  trade  effluents  whilst  the  sewer  "bottle-neck”  at  Horwich  End 
still  remains  unrelieved.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Whaley  Bridge  Joint  Sewerage 
Board  will  expedite  a  scheme  for  appropriate  amendments  to  the  Trunk  Sewers  and 
sewage  disposal  works.  Nearly  all  properties  in  the  area  are  sewered  excepting 
those  in  the  outlying  areas  of  Cadster  and  Fernilee, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  collection  of  household  refuse  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
using  a  Karrier  Gamecock  Refuse  Collection  vehicle. 

The  Council  have  continued  to  maintain  a  regular  fortnightly  service 
for  the  collection  of  refuse,  the  refuse  being  tipped  on  the  Council's  refuse 
tip  at  Fernilee. 

The  contours  of  the  site  make  the  control  of  tipping  most  difficult  and 
an  improvement  of  conditions  is  much  desired.  The  Council  are  currently 
looking  for  a  more  suitable  site  for  a  tip.
